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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the electrical generator must be 
shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

2. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(4) because 
reference character "28" has been used to designate both "the second end portion of the 
tensioning spring" and "the electrical generator". 

3. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(5) because they 
include the following reference character(s) not mentioned in the description: 29. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, dear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

5. Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in 
the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with 
which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. It is not clear to the 
examiner how the end of the tensioning spring (element 29) constitutes an electrical generator or 
how the drive device (cable line) can drive the electrical generator. The release of the handle 
lever would only allow the cable to turn the shaft a limited number of turns and it is not clear 
how this might generate electrical energy. 

Conclusion 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. It is noted that the following references are cited as related to mechano-electrical 
fuses for hand grenades, however in view of the ^ above, it is not possible to ascertain the 
invention in such a way as to apply an art rejection to the claims as currently written. Munoz (US 
Patent # 7,013,809), Cooper (US Patent # 6,082,267), Boyer (US Patent # 5,635,667), Bye (US 
Patent # 6,924,571), Anderson (US Patent # 3,342,998) and Leslie (US Patent # 2,282,963).
